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Speed limit set 
to be cut on A10 


THE speed limit of the 
notoriously dangerous 
A10 is set to be cut. 

Highways bosses have 
announced they want to 
reduce the speed limit of the 
road between Ely and Camb¬ 
ridge from 60mph to 50mph. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
says that in the last three years there 
have been 96 accidents which 
caused injuries on that stretch. 

Speed tests also show that traffic is 
travelling at an average of 50mph in 
areas which currently have a 60mph 
limit. 

Council chiefs announced the 
plans on Monday - but already they 
are causing controversy. 

The mayor of Ely, Cllr John Yates, is 
in two minds over the plans. He said: 
“I think if there is evidence that this 
will reduce the number of accidents 
on the A10 then this is something we 
should all support. 

“The only thing that does slightly 
concern me is that this stretch is 
notorious for congestion and I hope 
that by slowing traffic down we 
wouldn’t be worsening the 
situation.” 

Cllr Mike Rouse, vice-chairman of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s development and 
transport sub-committee, said: “I am 
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sure we have all experienced the 
problems of congestion and 
accidents on the A10 and anything 
which could help tackle this issue is 
welcome. 

“Obviously with more growth 
predicted for East Cambridgeshire, 
we all need to look at the best ways 
of ensuring not just safe travel but 
ways in which we can improve the 
situation for future generations.” 

However, Cllr Peter Johnson, who 
represents Waterbeach on South 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
said cutting the limit for the full 12 
miles to Ely was over the top. 

He said: “I think it should be the 
stretch from Milton to Denny End 
traffic lights; beyond that I can’t see 
any reason for it not being up to 
60mph.” 

The current 40mph limit from the 
A1123 roundabout to Stretham will 
be unchanged and the order to 
reduce the limit elsewhere will be 
published shortly, allowing residents 
to raise objections. 

Cllr Steve Criswell, the county 
council’s cabinet member for 
community infrastructure, said: 
“There are a number of villages 
along this route and nearly 100 
injury accidents in the last three 
years.”

Driver on drink charge found hanged in garden 


A LORRY driver found hanged in a friend’s 
garden was facing an appearance in court. 

Marek Nowakosaki, a driver at Soham-based 
firm Turners, was at risk of losing his job after 
being charged by police for being in charge of a 
vehicle while above the legal alcohol limit, an 
inquest heard. 

The 36-year-old Polish man, whose wife and 
children live in Kent, was also battling alcohol 
and money issues. 

Mr Nowakosaki, of Northfield Park, Soham, 
was found hanged from a tree in the back 
garden of a friend’s property in Hall Street, 


Soham, on April 20 this year. An inquest into 
his death was held by William Morris, coroner 
for North and East Cambridgeshire, in Wisbech 
on Friday. 

One of Mr Nowakosaki’s friends, Jerry 
Pospolicki, found his body. 

Mr Pospolicki said: “Marek's wife had texted 
me and called me because she was worried 
about him. I went looking for him and saw his 
car parked outside a friend’s house in Hall 
Street. 

“I phoned his wife and she told me to jump 
over the gate. It was then that I saw him 


hanging from a tree in the back garden.” 

In a statement, Mr Nowakosaki’s wife, 
Sylwia, said: “Marek had money and alcohol 
issues and had visited me in Kent shortly 
before he died.” 

He was due to attend an Alcoholics 
Anonymous meeting on April 18 but didn't 
turn up. “The next day he texted me to say he 
was going to do something to make things 
better. I tried to call him and text him but I 
couldn't get through to him.” 

Mr Morris recorded a verdict that Mr 
Nowakosaki killed himself. 


Proposal for free school 
wins councillors’ support 


TWO village churches could 
soon be turned into houses. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has received planning 
applications to renovate Sutton 
Methodist Church and 
Stretham Baptist Church into 
residential properties. 

It was in March last year that 
the Methodist Church in High 
Street, Sutton, closed down due 
to dwindling congregation 
numbers. 

The Rev Barbara Garwood 
said the decision was a “brave” 
one made by worshippers and 
also that the cost of main¬ 
taining the church, which 
opened in 1881, was ever- 
increasing. 

Now the Ely and Newmarket 
Methodist Circuit wants to 
convert the church into two 
separate dwellings, complete 
with vehicular access. The 
Association of Grace Baptist 
Churches West Anglia also 
wants to change the use of the 
Baptist Church in Reads Street, 
Stretham. 

It has applied to convert it 
into a single dwelling, together 
with a rear-pitched roof 
extension and new brick 
boundary walls. A decision 
could be made on either 
proposal within the next eight 
weeks. 


BUILDING a free school in 
Ely will “enhance” the city’s 
education facilities. 

That’s the message from Ely 
councillors who are backing 
plans to build what would be the 
first free school in the city. 

Leaders at the City of Ely 
Community College and the all¬ 
boys Harbour School, in 
Wilburton, have joined forces 
and want to build a new school 
for children aged 8-16. 

If approved, the school would 
be called The Bridge and would 
cater for students who, for a 
variety of reasons, are not 
progressing in mainstream 
school.

Catherine Jenkinson-Dix, 
principal of the community 
college, and Mary Rayner, head at 
The Harbour, met with members 
of the City of Ely Council to 
discuss their proposals. 

Councillors have now 
unanimously agreed to support 
their plans. 

Mayor John Yates said: “We 
are delighted to support these 
plans. In our opinion, this school 
would enhance our provision of 
education in Ely and the 
surrounding area.” 

Mrs Jenkinson-Dix and Mrs 


Rayner are currently waiting to 
hear from the Department for 
Education whether their 
application has been shortlisted. 

If successful, they will have to 
go through a vigorous interview 
process. 

Governed by local school 
heads, parents and community 
leaders, The Bridge would be 
managed and delivered by 7KS, a 
provider of vocational and 
enterprise learning programmes 
based on non-formal learning 
approaches. 

Local mainstream schools will 
refer students to the school when 
they identify a specific need. 

Mrs Jenkinson-Dix said: “Our 
proposal is that The Bridge works 


in partnership with local schools, 
providing tailored support and an 
opportunity for them to refer 
their most vulnerable and 
challenging pupils to a more 
appropriate setting, where their 
specific behavioural or emotional 
needs can be met. 

“This seems to be the solution 
that our partners are looking for 
for their pupils, whether they are 
aged 8 or 16. 

"What they seem to value most 
is that our ultimate aim in all 
cases will be to work with the 
pupils referred to us so that they 
can re-engage with their 
mainstream schools in a way that 
suits both the young person and 
the school.”

Magistrates declined jurisdiction and 
the case was adjourned for six weeks for 
formal committal papers to be prepared. 

All four will appear at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on September 12 for 
the case to be committed to Cambridge 
Crown Court. 

They were released on unconditional 
bail.

Sex charge 
trio sent to 
crown court 

THREE men have appeared in court 
charged with sexually assaulting 
another man. 

Liam Scrimshaw, 22, of John Street, 
Cambridge, Ross Eley, 20, of 
Humphries Way, Milton, and Hossein 
Sassani, 27, of Duck Lane, Haddenham, 
are accused of jointly sexually touching 
a man over the age of 16 in Cambridge 
between November 30, 2010 and 
January 1, 2011. 

The trio appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on Monday. No 
pleas were entered to the charge. 

Sassani also faces four counts of 
sexually assaulting a woman. 

One charge is alleged to have 
happened in Cambridge between June 
27, 2010 and June 30, 2010, and another 
charge is said to have taken place in the 
city between August 31, 2010 and 
October 1, 2010. 

Another charge is alleged to have 
happened between October 31, 2010 
and December 25, 2010 and the fourth 
charge is alleged to have happened 
between July 5, 2010 and July 8, 2010. 

Sassani entered no pleas to the four 
charges. 

Magistrates declined jurisdiction and 
committed the case to Cambridge 
Crown Court. 

All three will appear on September 5. 

They were released on conditional 
bail not to contact any of the victims or 
witnesses in the case. 


Loss of control 
led to deaths 
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A FATAL car crash in which 
a young American airman 
from Littleport and a 
talented violinist were killed 
happened after the service¬ 
man lost control of his 
vehicle, an inquest heard. 

Bradly Ring, 26, and Kathleen 
Faelber, 56, died after their 
vehicles collided on the A1101 
Mildenhall Road, near Shippea 
Hill, on April 2. 

An inquest into both Mr Ring’s 
and Mrs Faelber’s deaths was held 
by William Morris, coroner for 
North and East Cambridgeshire, in 
Wisbech. 

Mother-of-two Mrs Faelber, of 
Woodlands Way, Mildenhall, who 
taught hundreds of children in 
Cambridgeshire, was on her way 
to a concert by the Fenland Music 
Academy in March when the crash 
happened. 

Mr Ring, of Main Street, 
Littleport, a member of the US Air 
Force based at RAF Mildenhall, 
was travelling to the base at the 
time to meet colleagues as he was 
due to travel out to Greece on duty 



that day. 

Enid Chile, Mr Ring’s partner, 
told the inquest how he left the 
house in good time but had to go 
back again after forgetting his 
mobile phone charger. 

She said: “Bradly was never late 
- he always liked to be at 
appointments early. 

“But after leaving, he came 
rushing back as he’d forgotten his 
phone charger. 

“I then hurried him on his way 
again as I knew he had to meet his 
colleagues at the base.” 

Motorists who witnessed the 
collision, which happened at 
about 4.40pm, told police how Mr 


Ring, who was driving a silver 
Honda Accord, was travelling at 
“high speed”. 

They said Mrs Faelber, who was 
driving a green Mazda, was driving 
normally. 

Richard Rice, of Beck Row, said: 
“The silver car was travelling at 
high speed for sure. 

“The A1101 is quite bumpy and 
as he came over one of the bumps 
I saw him lose control of his car. 

“He had a startled expression 
and looked as if he was trying to 
gain control of it. 

“The next thing I knew there 
was an explosion of car parts and I 
could see the silver car in the grass 
verge.” 

PC Francis Crawford, a collision 
investigator for Cambridgeshire 
police, told the inquest there was 
no evidence to suggest that Mrs 
Faelber was “driving in any way 
but in the correct fashion”. 

He said: “The cause of this 
collision was that the driver of the 
Honda lost control of his vehicle. 

“I can assume that either inap¬ 
propriate speed and/or driver 
error on his behalf was what 
caused this accident to occur.” 

Mr Morris recorded verdicts of 
accidental death for both Mr Ring 
and Mrs Faelber.

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Man rescued as fire burns in kitchen 


A MAN had to be rescued by 
firefighters after a blaze broke out 
in his home.

A neighbour dialled 999 after

Two fire crews from Soham 
and another crew from Ely 
attended the blaze and rescued the 
man from the house. 

He was checked over by 
paramedics and did not need to 
attend hospital. 

Crews used one hose reel to 
extinguish a small fire in the 


kitchen which had caused the 
home to become smoke-logged. 
They returned to their fire stations 
by 5.10am. 

A fire service spokeswoman said: 
“This incident highlights how 
easily a fire can start in the kitchen 
when cooking is left unattended, 
even for a short time. It is thanks to 
the smoke alarm that the fire was 
discovered.” 


Roundabout’s 
opening nears 
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A ROUNDABOUT 
could finally be 
about to open to 
motorists - more 
than two years 
after it was built. 

The roundabout at 
the end of the King’s 
Avenue estate in Ely was 
completed in 2009. 

The facility, pictured, 
also known as the 
Queen Adelaide 
roundabout, was built 
as part of the multi¬ 
million pound new 
housing development 
by property developer 
Barratt Northampton. 

But ever since then, 
residents have been 
forced to make detours 
to access their street as 
it has never been 
opened. 

Motorists have also 
been using the vacant 
roundabout as a mini 
car park. Residents have 
been bombarding the 



Weekly News with 
complaints about the 
situation for years as 
the roundabout cannot 
be opened until Barratt 
Northampton formally 
hands the facility over 
to Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

But now the devel¬ 
oper is just one step 
away from signing the 
roundabout over, the 
Weekly News can 
confirm. 

Mark Hadfield, 
Barratt Northampton’s 
technical manager, said: 
“The construction of 
the roundabout on 
King’s Avenue is now 
complete. 



“We are currently 
assessing comments 
from a routine safety 
audit that was carried 
out by Cambridgeshire 
County Council and we 
will then be able to 
hand the roundabout 
over to the council.” 

Residents have 
blasted the property 
developers for wasting 
taxpayers’ money and 
insist the opening of the 
roundabout will relieve 
congestion. 

Frustrated motorist 
Mary Smith, from 
Littleport, said: “With 
congestion as bad as it 
is in Ely, this round¬ 
about should have been 


opened the second it 
was completed. 

“It would reduce the 
amount of traffic 
driving through the city 
for sure, and also be of 
huge benefit to people 
like myself living in 
Littleport and its 
surrounding villages. 

“Everyone I speak to 
is fed-up with its 
closure and I think it is 
about time we got some 
answers.” 

City and district 
councillor Mike Rouse, 
who represents Ely 
North ward, said: “I am, 
like so many other 
people will be, pleased 
to hear that things are 
progressing. 

“But Barratt keeps on 
saying this - we are now 
more than two years 
down the line. I find all 
the delays and excuses 
intolerable - we need 
the roundabout opened 
as soon as possible. 

“So many people 
have been complaining 
about this for too long 
now.”

Residents stunned as 
house numbers stolen 


A TOWN has been left in 
confusion after scrap metal 
thieves stripped entire streets 
of their brass house numbers 
during a night-time raid. 

Residents of Chatteris were 
stunned when they woke up 
to find the numbers outside 
their homes had been stolen. 

Police believe a gang of 
scrap metal thieves armed 
with screwdrivers targeted at 
least five streets. 

Liberal Democrat town 
councillor Christine Colbert 
described the thefts as “very 
worrying”. 

She said: “There’s generally 
not a lot of crime in Chatteris 
so this sort of theft is quite 
upsetting. 


“The theft of house 
numbers is very worrying 
because typically you only 
hear about street signs and 
manhole covers being stolen 
for scrap metal.” 

The raids took place in the 
early hours of July 22. 

Residents say upwards of 50 
house number plates were 
missing and complained that 
bemused postmen and 
visitors were unable to find 
their houses. 

A spokeswoman for Camb¬ 
ridgeshire Constabulary said: 
“Officers are now investigating 
the thefts and we take this sort 
of crime very seriously. We 
expect the numbers will be 
sold for scrap metal.” 


0AP died of industrial disease 


A PENSIONER died just eight 
weeks after he was diagnosed 
with mesothelioma, an 
inquest heard - but managed 
to get married in that time. 

Derek Winter, 74, started as 
an apprentice engineer at 
food equipment and mach¬ 
inery firm Dodman Ltd, in 
King’s Lynn, Norfolk, when he 
was a teenager. 

In February this year, Mr 
Winter, of Chain Causeway, 
Sutton, was diagnosed with 
mesothelioma - a rare form of 
cancer usually caused by 
exposure to asbestos. He died 


at his home on April 28, 
having been given three 
weeks to live in February. 

Mr Winter’s wife, Marion, 
said: “We’d known each other 
for around 35 years but had 
never got married so we 
decided to give him 
something to aim for, and we 
did manage to get married.” 

An inquest into Mr Winter's 
death was held in Wisbech on 
Friday. Coroner for north and 
east Cambridgeshire, William 
Morris, recorded a verdict that 
Mr Winter died of an 
industrial disease. 


Cause of fatal 
crash unknown

A TEACHER who was hit by 
a car while jogging died 
after suffering a fractured 
skull. 

Katherine Colson, 28, was 
jogging along Ten Mile Bank near 
her home in Black Horse Drove, 
Littleport, as she did almost every 
other morning, when she was 
struck by a car. 

Coroner William Morris said 
the reason for the collision might 
never be known. 

The incident happened just 
after 7am on October 29 last year. 
Miss Colson, pictured, a keen 
athlete, science teacher and 
pastoral leader at King Edward VI 
School in Bury St Edmunds, was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

An inquest into Miss Colson’s 
death was held by Mr Morris, 
coroner for north and east Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, in Wisbech. 

It heard how Tina Gude, 31, 
from Welney, was driving her 
silver Fiat Punto when she 
collided with Miss Colson. 

Giving evidence, Mrs Gude 
explained she could not 
remember anything between 



leaving her home that morning 
and waking up in her car after the 
crash when firefighters were 
cutting her free. 

Stuart and Jane Main, from Ten 
Mile Bank, travelled along the 
road on the morning of Miss 
Colson’s death and saw her 
jogging in the dark. 

Mrs Main said: “It was very 
dark at the time and there was 
lots of mud on the road from 
where farmers had been working 
on the land. 

“I could see a fluorescent shape 
in the distance but I didn’t realise 


it was a lady jogging until I got 
right up beside her.” 

PC Francis Crawford, a 
collision investigator for Camb¬ 
ridgeshire police, told the inquest 
there were “two possible 
scenarios” as to how Mrs Gude 
collided with Miss Colson. 

PC Crawford said: “The crash 
either happened as a result of the 
Fiat negotiating the bend close to 
where Miss Colson was hit at 
speed, or it happened as a result 
of the driver of the Fiat seeing 
Miss Colson jogging, reacting but 
then losing control of her car 
through that reaction.” 

After hearing all the evidence, 
Mr Morris recorded a verdict of 
accidental death. 

He said: “It is not clear whether 
the cause of this collision was 
speed or the flinch of a reaction 
when the driver was confronted 
by the jogger. 

“It is possible we will never 
know the cause.” 

Miss Colson’s death rocked the 
local community. Geoff Barton, 
head teacher at King Edward VI 
school, said she combined “calm 
unflappability, deep profession¬ 
alism, and a sense of fun and 
kindness”.

Sir, an application for a very large 
semi-industrial development is 
working its way through East Cambs 
District Council planning department 
- the mushroom farm and anaerobic 
digestor plant proposed for Littleport. 
The project will cover 39 hectares of 
grade A agricultural fenland. One 
hectare is the size of an international 
rugby pitch. So the equivalent to 39 
rugby pitches is going to be dug up 
and covered in concrete just to grow 
mushrooms on top, in tunnels. This is 
hardly a farm, more a factory, as the 
currently productive soil is going to be 
buried under concrete. 

The farm/factory will be operational 
seven days a week from 6am -10pm. 
There will be 1,286 vehicle 
movements per week in and out of 
the site and at night the whole area 
will be illuminated. There will be 163 
new jobs but the majority of these are 
likely to go to eastern Europeans. 
These are just some of the basic facts 
gleaned from the online planning 
application (Reference: 

11 /00447/FUM), which runs to 
hundreds of pages. Unfortunately the 
way in which the submission 
documents are listed on the website is 
not at all user-friendly 
To read the letters of objection from 
those residents whose lives will be 
changed forever is heartbreaking (see 
pages 4 and 5 of the online 
application); particularly when 
examination of the paperwork 
relating to the application shows the 
district council apparently supportive 
of the project although the decision 
has yet to go to committee. 

In February, prior to the local 
elections, East Cambs sent a letter out 
stating that ‘there is no need for an 
Environmental Impact Assessment as 
the development will have no impact 
on the environment’. 

In May, with a new leader and a new 
council, common sense prevailed and 
the decision was reversed. 

The members of the planning 
committee are required to make their 
decision to approve the development 
or not, on the basis of planning rules 
not along party lines. Sadly for the 
residents and those of us who value 
the wild fen landscape, it will be a 
very brave Conservative councillor 
who votes to reject it.

Workmen’s 
complaint 
over quality 
of water 


THIRSTY council work¬ 
ers are worried about 
the quality of the water 
they are drinking. 

Workmen at Ely Cemetery, 
in New Barns Road, have 
complained to their 
employers, the City of Ely 
Council, about the quality of 
the water at the site. 

The council arranged for 
Anglian Water to conduct 
tests, which are ongoing. 

The cemetery workmen 
raised the alarm earlier this 
month. One of the workers, 
who did not want to be 
named, said: “We felt we 
needed to say something as 
the water just doesn’t seem 
safe to drink. 

“We had no other water 
source to drink from down at 
the cemetery so we decided to 
complain. 

“The water is really cloudy 
and, at times, even tastes and 
smells dirty. It wasn’t nice 
drinking from it and we also 
wondered whether residents 
in the area have experienced 
similar problems.” 

The mayor of Ely, lohn 
Yates, said the council learnt 
that the drinking water quality 
has been an issue for “some 
time”. 

The council has now 
bought a drinking water 
dispenser for the workmen to 
use until Anglian Water visits 
the cemetery. 

Cllr Yates said: “The 
cemetery workmen have 
lodged a complaint about the 
quality of the drinking water. 


“We have been informed 
that this has been a problem 
for some time. However, this 
is the first time the issue has 
been brought to our attention. 

“The safety and wellbeing 
of our staff is extremely 
important to us, hence we 
have contacted Anglian Water 
and asked them to come out 
and test the quality of the 
water. 

“In the meantime, we have 
bought an actual water 
dispenser so that the 
workmen can enjoy a plentiful 
supply of fresh water.” 

Antony Innes, a spokesman 
for Anglian Water, said: “We 
take any reports of potential 
water quality issues from our 
customers very seriously. 

“A concern about the water 
at the Ely city cemetery was 
raised on fuly 18 and we 
visited on fuly 20 to sample 
the water. 

“We found nothing wrong 
with the mains water supply 
to the cemetery or 
neighbouring properties. 
However, we did notice a mild 
‘oily’ odour in the water from 
a hot water boiler, which is 
not fed by the mains supply. 

“Although the odour 
reduced if the boiler was left 
running, we have advised staff 
not to use it and to fill a kettle 
from the tap instead. 

“Further test results are 
expected next week and we 
will be in touch with the 
cemetery and the health 
authority to let them know of 
any findings.” 
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Drug addict who stole 
charity boxes is jailed 


A DRUG addict has been 
jailed for stealing money 
from charity boxes. 

Daniel Gillett, 26, pleaded 
guilty to a string of thefts 
across Ely to fund his crack 
cocaine and heroin habit. 

He said he had stolen items 
to sell because he was bored 
and wanted to “get off his face”, 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
heard. 

Mrs Penny Cannon, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “A policeman saw 


Mr Gillett sprinting from the 
dental surgery in Broad Street 
on June 7. He went into the 
surgery and was told by staff 
that Mr Gillett had stolen two 
charity boxes from their 
counter and then run off.” 

The charity boxes were for 
the East Anglian Air Amb¬ 
ulance and the RSPB. 

The court heard how an off- 
duty policeman apprehended 
Gillett, but that he had resisted 
arrest. Gareth Kavanagh-Dixon 
had to wrestle him to the 


ground, and Gillett’s struggling 
had left the officer with an 
injury to his hand. 

Gillett, of St Ovins Green, Ely, 
also faced charges of assaulting 
a police officer, as well as for 
two thefts from supermarkets. 
He admitted stealing £115 
spirits from Waitrose in Ely on 
June 1, and £290 shopping 
from Sainsbury’s in Hastings 
on May 5. 

The stolen alcohol was never 
retrieved by police, and Gillett 
admitted to them that he had 


sold them to buy drugs. 

Jeff Lewis, mitigating, said: 
“He admitted he had a problem 
with illegal drugs but is now 
completely clean of heroin. He 
is taking detox drugs and he 
wants to be able to continue 
down this new path.” 

Presiding magistrate Dr 
Stephen Baxter sentenced Gillett 
to eight months’ imprisonment. 
He said: “Your previous record is 
atrocious, and this offence is so 
serious that only a custodial 
sentence will do.”

A VILLAGE pre-school has 
been rated as ‘good’ in all 
areas in its latest Ofsted 
report.

A PAIR of swans have shocked 
bird experts with their startling 
devotion to each other. 

Icelandic whooper swans may be 
renowned for pairing for life - but Romeo 
and lulietta have taken their bond to an 
extraordinary level. 

Earlier this year, a serious injury, 
believed to have been caused by an 
overhead power line, left lulietta unable to 

fly- 

It meant lulietta, who was spending the 
winter at the Wildfowl and Wetlands Tmst 
(WWT) in Welney at the time, was unable 
to make the perilous 1,800km journey 
from Cambridgeshire to the remote 
wetlands of Iceland this summer to breed. 

But instead of leaving her to make the 
arduous journey himself, her partner, 
Romeo, stayed behind with her. 

The beloved feathered friends have now 
hatched a healthy brood of chicks at the 
reserve. 

Experts say it is almost unheard of that 
an injury-free swan should stay behind to 
be with one who cannot migrate. 

It is the first time ever that whooper 
swans have bred at WWT Welney and the 
first recorded breeding in Norfolk since 
1928.

Both Romeo and lulietta were ringed at 
WWT Welney in November 2007. 

They have nested on the main lagoon 
in front of the main observatory and have 
thrilled visitors by proudly displaying their 
cygnets. As the cygnets grow, the adult 
swans will take them around the washes 
to feed and explore their habitat.

End of era for 
historic shop 

Old hardware premises set to become cafe 


A SHOP which has been 
open in the same village 
for more than a century 
looks set to shut down - 
and could be turned into a 
cafe or restaurant.

But now its owner, David Porter, 
wants to sell the shop. 

Last week a planning appli¬ 
cation was also submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
for the shop to be turned into a 
cafe /restaurant.

Mr Duran Aydin, of Suffolk 
Close, Ely, has applied for 
planning permission to change 
the use of the shop from A1 retail 
to A3. 

He also wants to convert the 
shop’s first floor into two flats. 

Speaking about the sale of the 
shop, Mr Porter, who has run the 
shop since 1982, said: “It’s sad. 
The shop has been here for more 
than 100 years and it’s one of 
those Littleport treasures. 

“But the sad reality is the 
arrival of new supermarkets and 
larger stores in Littleport has 
taken its toll. 

“There has been a significant 
downturn in trade. 


“I'm also getting close to 
retirement age and because I 
suffer with heart problems, I’ve 
decided I need to get rid of any 
stress in my life.” 

Mr Porter added: “I am aware a 
planning application has been 
submitted to the district council 
but I cannot comment any 
further at this stage.” 

In his planning application, Mr 
Aydin says he would be 
employing seven full-time staff at 
the cafe/restaurant. 

He also said he has not 
consulted anyone in the local 
community yet about the 
proposals. 

A decision on the plans could 
be made within the next eight 
weeks.

Former hotel ‘could 
be a youth hostel’

A YOUTH charity is calling for a 
former hotel to be turned into a 
hostel for young people. 

Young People Littleport (YPL) has 
highlighted the listed Marquis of Granby 
building in Littleport for the purpose. 

The founder of YPL, Phil Malkin, has 
been in discussions with Sanctuary 
Housing, which owns the site, as well as 
East Cambridgeshire District Council and 
Littleport Parish Council. 

Mr Malkin insists that a youth hostel is 
needed in the village and that the building 
would be ideal, - especially because YPL is 
situated directly opposite it. 

The suggestion comes just weeks after 
Sanctuary Housing submitted a 
“speculative” plan-ning application to the 
district council seeking to convert the 
building into three self-contained social 
housing dwellings. 

However, the organisation insists the 
plans are not set in stone. 

Mr Malkin believes using the former 
hotel to benefit youths in the area is the 
best idea. He said: “There is a real need for 
this type of accommodation in Littleport. 

“I’ve been in discussions with Sanctuary 
and the councils and I do feel they see the 
potential there too. “I’d like to see the 
building turned into small flats where 
young people, maybe who are experiencing 
difficulties at home, can live. 

“The building is located directly opposite 
YPL so security would not be an issue. It 
would have a full-time warden and there 
would be strict criteria for youngsters. It 
would certainly not be a doss house - those 
who lived there would have to be in full¬ 
time work, education or a volunteer at YPL 
in return for living there. I think this is 
needed more than normal social housing.” 

Discussions about the future of the 
former hotel, on the corner of Main Street 
and Granby Street have been ongoing in the 
past 12 months. 

The old hotel closed in 1965 and up until 
about two years ago, it was used as a shelter 
for the homeless. 

Since the shelter closed, Sanctuary has 
occasionally used its rooms to house 
families, but it now stands empty. 

A spokesman for Sanctuary Hereward 
said: “We can confirm we have been in 
discussions with YPL (Young People 
Littleport) about the future use of the 
former Granby Hotel. 

“However, this is just one option being 
considered for the building and no 
decisions have been made at this stage.”

Rooftlles headache 

Residents forced to have roofs replaced due to poor materials 


HOMEOWNERS have 
been forced to have their 
roofs re-tiled just a few 
years after moving into 
their properties. 

Residents in the Cardinals Way 
area of Ely, off Broad Street, only 
set up home in 2004 and 2005 but 
already they have had to have 
entire roofs replaced. 

It comes after the developers, 
Hopkins Homes, used tiles that 
were not up to standard. 

The major housing firm insists 
the problems were in the tiles 
themselves, which were supplied 
by a local manufacturer, which 
they have refused to name. 


It is believed about a dozen 
properties have been affected - 
some are still being re-tiled. 

Even newer houses in 
Waterside, close to the Cutter 
Inn, were also affected after 
receiving tiles from the same 
manufacturer and have since 
been re-tiled. 

Those houses were built by a 
firm called Beauville Properties, 
which has since stopped trading. 

One Cardinals Way resident, 
who did not want to be named, 
said: “Hopkins Homes have been 
really good. 

“They’ve tried to make it as 
smooth as possible for us but 
obviously it’s been very stressful. 

“You don’t move into your 


brand new house and then 
expect to have the roof re-done 
just a few years later. The fault 
clearly lies with the manu¬ 
facturers of the tiles.” 

Another resident said: “It’s 
been pretty horrid but it hasn’t 
been Hopkins Homes fault.” 

A spokeswoman for Hopkins 
Homes said: “A natural clay roof 
tile was supplied by a local 
manufacturer and unfortunately 
some of these appear to have 
failed. 

“However, the situation is 
being resolved under warranty.” 

Nobody was available to 
comment on behalf of the homes 
in Waterside.

Boyz are back in

W HEN Shane Lynch steps 
out on stage at 
Newmarket Nights this 
month, all bulging biceps, body 
art and bravado, he will betray 
nothing of his inner anxieties. 

With a reputation as a hothead plus an 
insatiable appetite for extreme sports - 
specifically the high-octane motorsport 
‘drifting’ - you'd expect an appearance 
with his Boyzone bandmates to be a walk 
in the park for the brooding Dubliner. 

However, getting up and performing in 
front of thousands of fans is something that 
Shane still finds daunting - and he believes 
this stems back to his battle with dyslexia. 

“Being on stage is an extreme thing for 
me as I’m really quite a shy guy and don’t 
like to put myself out there, which I 
suppose is to do with the dyslexia and the 
fact that I like to hide away from things,” 
he explains in his laid-back Irish drawl. 

“So being on stage is an extreme event, 
just as drifting is an extreme motorsport - 
and both are a bit of an outlet for me.” 

Finding fame in 1993- and making an 
indelible imprint on our minds with that 
infamous appearance on The Late Late 
Show with Gay Byrne when Shane danced 
manically in blue dungarees and grabbed 
his crotch - Boyzone have enjoyed success 
beyond their wildest dreams, selling a 15 
million records. But Shane maintains his 
dyslexia meant he took a backseat in the 
band. 

“The world of entertainment seems great 
as you aren’t stuck in an office where you 
have to read things, but then you always 
come up against a brick wall - and the 
brick wall for me was our TV appearances 
when we’d have to read autocue and 
scripts,” he explains. 

“Luckily there were always five of us in 
the band so the boys took the intros into 
TV shows so I didn’t have to. In fact that 
was one of the reasons that I stayed mostly 
in the background,” he muses. 


Despite the personal challenges that 
come with fame, Shane looks back with 
fondness on those exciting early days when 
the band had hits with tracks like No 
Matter What, Words and All I Need. 

The Shane of today is undoubtedly 
calmer - maybe thanks to being happily 
married to his singer wife, Sheena White, 
with whom he has a two-year-old daughter 
Billie Rae? 

“Definitely it’s having something to go 
home to; that’s the thing for every man. 
Having your freedom is great and we love 
to be a little bit wild but to be able to come 
home to a family, to a kid and a wife is 
absolutely amazing,” he enthuses. 

And perhaps also his happiness lies in 
the fact that since Ronan, Mikey, Keith and 
the late Stephen went their separate ways 
in 2000, Shane spent the seven years until 
the band’s reunion busily carving out a 
career for himself, starring in various 
reality shows from The Games to Celebrity 
Love Island, acting, and becoming 


something of an entrepreneur. 

“We were only meant to be taking a 
short break, but two years in it was clear 
nothing was happening, so I branched out 
into reality shows, took a clothing business 
under my arm and started various 
businesses, which I now have coming out 
of my ears!” he smiles. 

At the helm of Evolution Fightwear 
(selling martial arts clothing), Prestige 
Wrap (a business which literally wraps 
cars, helicopters and boats to help prevent 
them losing value), as well as Lynch 
Motorsports, and just about to launch his 
own brand of vodka - Ver2 - Shane 
certainly has his work cut out keeping his 
businesses ticking over. Though the self- 
confessed petrolhead admits he spends the 
majority of his time indulging in his 
passion of ‘drifting’. 

For those who haven’t heard of it, here’s 
the science bit - it's an adrenaline-pumping 
motorsport in which the driver 
intentionally over-steers, causing loss of 


town 


traction in the rear wheels through turns, 
while maintaining vehicle control and a 
high exit speed. So adept has the 
boybander become at the motorsport he’s 
now in his fifth season competing in the 
British Drifting Championships— and 
shows his ‘commitment’ by dedicating all 
the tattoos on the left side of his body to 
motorsport (while the right side is a tribute 
to his musical career). 

“The initial appeal of drifting was not 
the excitement but the skill involved and I 
was presented with a massive challenge 
when it came to driving a drift car. Being 
the extreme man that I am, I had to learn 
how to do it, and once I sat behind the 
wheel I loved it,” he explains. 

Obviously the sport is not without its 
dangers but it’ll be taking a back seat this 
month when the Boyzone clan head out on 
their summer tour to entertain crowds in 
Newmarket. 

“It’s a month since we’ve all been 
together so we’re really looking forward to 
Newmarket. To be honest with you, it’s 
easier for us boys as we don’t have a full 
set and a full big production like you do in 
an arena; this one is outdoors, it’s raw, 
people will have been on the beer all day, 
so it’s a proper enjoyable event for us 
guys,” he smiles. 

Clearly there's one member of the band 
who’ll be missed at Newmarket. Following 
Stephen Gately’s untimely death in 2009, 
the grieving bandmates released an album, 
Brother , in tribute to their friend. 

And, as Shane explain, the loss can hit 
him at any moment on stage: “We do get 
emotional. Some days it catches you at a 
point when you think you’re strong, it’s all 
good, you’re up there having a good old 
moment and you let your guard down and 
that’s when you realise how much raw 
emotion and hurt you still have; you're 
singing lyrics and all of a sudden you’ll 
have tears dropping from your eyes.”

The big film 



SUPER 8 certificate 12A

IN the summer of 1982, an 
earthbound alien phoned home and 
audiences wept with joy, cementing 
Steven Spielberg’s reputation as the 
greatest film-maker of his generation. 
E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial was a cultural 
phenomenon envisioning the cruel 
world through the eyes of a young boy 
as he risked everything to protect his 
visiting friend from scientists and 
shadowy government agents. 

Almost 30 years later, director JJ 
Abrams pays homage to Spielberg’s 
fantasy with Super 8, a rollicking 
adventure that depicts the rampage of 
an alien creature in rural 1970s 
America from the perspective of six 
children whose worlds have just been 
rocked by Star Wars and Star Trek: 

The Motion Picture. 

In a sleepy industrial town in Ohio, 
teenager Joe Lamb (Joel Courtney) is 
struggling to come to terms with the 
death of his mother and the strain it 
has put on his father, Deputy Sheriff 
Jackson Lamb (Kyle Chandler). 

The youngster invests him time in 
making a low-budget zombie film with 
his friends. Director Charles (Riley 
Griffiths) bosses everyone around and 
special effects expert Cary (Ryan Lee) 
provides the fake gore while dim- 
witted leading man Martin (Gabriel 


Basso) tries to remember his lines to 
the chagrin of long-suffering 
soundman Preston (Zach Mills). 

To increase the film’s chances of 
winning first prize in a nationwide 
competition, Charles persuades 
classmate Alice (Elle Fanning) to sign 
up as lead actress and the children 
head down to the local rail station to 
shoot a night sequence. 

Just as the camera starts rolling, the 
youngsters witness a truck drive onto 
the tracks and derail an oncoming 
freight train. As they make a hasty 
escape, the trespassing teens are 
oblivious to the monstrous creature 
crawling free from the twisted 
wreckage. 

Super 8 is a delightful nostalgia trip, 


recalling a bygone era when young 
protagonists embarked on amazing 
journeys and emerged from the melee 
with barely a scratch or bruise. 

You have to suspend your disbelief 
throughout the film, but as pure 
unadulterated entertainment there is 
much to enjoy from the amusing 
banter between the children to the first 
clear glimpse of the monster as a 
reflection in a puddle at a gas station 
while an unwitting attendant listens to 
Blondie’s Heart Of Glass on his 
exciting new purchase - a Walkman. 

The centrepiece train crash is brilliantly 
realised and even if the creature design 
is an anticlimax, the digitally rendered 
behemoth is seamlessly integrated 
with the live action.

Time for a spo 
gardening lea 


Y OU may have packed 
your suitcases and 
sorted out your flight 
tickets in preparation for 
your two-week summer 
holiday - but what about the 
garden? 

So many gardeners see all their 
work go to pot when they are away 
from home in the summer, as 
containers dry out, lawns go brown 
and many plants run to seed in then- 
absence. 

However, there are ways to 
minimise the suffering your plants 
endure if you are away during a 
prolonged spell of warm, dry 
weather, so you can return home to a 
garden which doesn’t look like it’s 
been in a full-scale drought. 

Your first port of call is your 
neighbours and family. Ask if they 
can water your plants while you’re 
away and harvest crops such as 
tomatoes and green beans before they 
go over, keeping what they want for 
themselves. 

Cluster your patio pots together in 
a sheltered, shady place that is open 
to the rain, feeding and watering them 
thoroughly just before leaving. 

Having them close together will make

watering easier, if you have someone 
to do it for you, and will help 
conserve moisture if you don’t. 

If you don’t have anyone to water 
your containers, take down hanging 
baskets and sit them directly into a 
depression in the soil surface in a 
cool, shady spot and drench them 
with water so the soil underneath is 
also wet. If you don’t have an 
automatic watering system, use an 
upturned bottle full of water set into 
the container, which should release 
the water as the soil dries. 

Alternatively, invest in some strips 
of capillary matting tucked into the 
compost at one end and a bucket of 
water at the other, which should 
provide enough moisture for the 
fortnight you’re away. 

Before you go, remove all the 
blooms from your containers, not just 


the faded ones. This should conserve 
the plants’ energy and hopefully will 
mean new blooms will have emerged 
by the time you return home. 

Don't worry about your lawn. You 
can choose to leave it long, to 
conserve moisture and protect the 
roots. Don’t feed it to encourage it to 
grow fast while you’re away. If it has 
gone the colour of straw on your 
return, don’t worry because it will 
pick up again in autumn when the 
rain comes. 

Well-established plants in borders 
shouldn’t suffer too much, as their 
roots will be deep enough to find 
some moisture in the soil. 

Fruit shouldn’t suffer if you’re 
away in August, as soft fruit will have 
been picked before you go and apples 
and pears won’t be ready for 
harvesting until autumn. 

Give veg a really good soaking 
before you go, pick as much as you 
can just before you leave, blanching 
and freezing what you can’t use, or 
give it to a kindly neighbour who may 
return the favour with a bit of 
watering in your absence. 

If you do rely on your friends and 
neighbours to do the watering for 
you while you're away, make sure 
you bring them back a present.

Sayers is ready 
to take on world 



GOLDIE Sayers believes she is ready to 
challenge the world’s best after winning a ninth 
UK title in Birmingham at the weekend. 

Sayers, a former pupil of the King’s School, Ely 
was a confident winner of the javelin title at the 
Aviva National Championships, with a best throw 
of 60.57 metres. 

She admits there are tweaks to make before 
departing for the pre-championships training 
camp, and will make her final appearance before 
jetting out at this weekend’s Diamond League 
meeting in London. 

“It's great to come here and get another title, 
coming here to perform and defend my title 
always motivates me and it’s a key event on my 
calendar,” she said. “The fact that I’ve come here 
nine times in a row does make me feel a bit old, 
though. 

“I was pleased with my performance. It was 
nothing spectacular, but then I was lacking a bit 
of competition, but the most important thing is 
that I feel like I’m throwing well. 

“There are a few things I need to work on, and I 
can start with that at Crystal Palace at the 
weekend, but I believe that by the time I get to 
Daegu I will be in the best shape possible and 
that’s what it’s all about, peaking for the major 
championships.” 

Sayers missed the last worlds in Berlin but has 
disappointed in her previous appearances, 
finishing 12th in Helsinki and 18th in Osaka. 

But a season’s best 64.46m ranks her sixth in the 
world, heightening expectations she could crack 
the podium after her Olympic fourth place in 
Beijing. 

“I think my performance at the European Team 
Championships did give me a lot of confidence,” 
she added. “I’ve been throwing consistently all 
year, and that’s really pleasing after all the injury 
problems I’ve had. 

“I haven’t thrown anything massive yet and I 


know that when I get to Daegu there is a top three 
in the world that are a little bit ahead of me and 
so it’s going to take a personal best to get in 


among the medals. I’ve also managed to beat the 
top three in the world on different occasions this 
season, and that is a positive.”
